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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office Action for application number 10/659,604 Pipe Surge 
Protector and Hanger Support, filed on 9/10/03. Claims 1-13 are pending. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement submitted on 9/10/03 is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has 
been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6672545 to Persing. 

The patent to Persing discloses a pipe support (70) having a connector (60) 
including a threaded portion (62) and having a circular collar (63) and a gripping feature 
(61 ) being integrally formed on the lower end of the connector (60) and supporting a 
pipe hanger support member (50), a plurality of arms (31), formed from a single bent 
metal piece (See Col. 2, line 54 for material), extending from and welded to the 
connector (60) (See Col. 2, line 39 for welding) and spaced to permit location of a 
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support member (50) therebetween, a smooth arcuate contacting surface portion (21) 
joining ends of the arms distal from the connector between the contact surface and the 
arms, the portion for location between the pipe and the support member. 

Conclusion
